'the people around the Lower Lake. 
One of its front feet had a peculiar 
growth, on one side of the hoof. - This 
deer weighed 160 pounds dressed, and 
was the biggest killed in Lake county 
for years. 
"Hunters have tracked this deer in 


vain for two seasons past, for, from 
the size of its foot-prints in the soil, 
tlfey knew that it was a prize worth 
seeking."

Has Been Behind Walls of San 


Quentin for 8 Years and Still 


May Die There. 


SAN RAFAEL, August 5.—"Buried 


how long?" 


"Almost eighteen years." 
"You had abandoned all hope of be- 


ing dug out?" 


"Long ago." 
"I hope you care to live." 
"I can't say." 
The few lines above quoted from 


Dickens' "Tale of Two Cities" might 
•well be applied to the case of Tgnacio 
Castro, the 
unfortunate 
barber now 
spending time In San Quenlm for a 
crime he did not- commit. A strong 
parallel might be drawn between the 
case of Castro and that of Dr. Man- 
ette, though one happened in the days 
before the French Revolution, while 
the other happened In our own day 
and in our own State. 
Eight years has Castro spent within 
the walls of San Quentin, although the 
woman on whose word he was con- 
demned as felon died two years ago, 
-leaving a. confession exonerating her 
lover. The location of this document 
is now the most important factor in 
the case. 
The Prison Directors say 
that it has not been filed at San Quen- 
tin, although they admit they know of 
the existence of such a paper. 
The

It portrays 
an innocent victim being led to the gallows, and lastly it represents 
the re'al criminal confessing his crime in the hour of -his dissolution.

BURBANKIZING CHILDREN. 


Some preacher, who had delivered a sermon advocating the usi 


of Burbank's plant improving methods on children, ha,d a conversa- 
tion of a few minutes with the plant wizard, in which Burbank gave 
him the impression that he agreed with his ideas, and now that sec- 
ond-hand fifteen-minutes talk is proclaimed as an interview announc- 
ing a new purpose of Burbank's life. 
No doubt the Burbank method, 


applied to the human race, would produce a very marked improve- 
ment in human quality. But it will not be tried. For, let us see: 


To go about improving the human race by the Burbank method, 


the procedure would be about like this. The world would be search- 
ed for the few dozen most perfect specimens of physical, mental and 
moral manhood, of all races. To them would be brought some hun- 
dreds or-thousands of women selected with almost as great care. 
Marriage would be abolished, and each man would be encouraged 
to have children of as many different mothers as possible, so as to 
experiment with all available crosses. When, say, ten thousand chil- 
dren had grow to the age at. which an expert could distinguish their 
qualities, a few dozen.boys and a few hundred girls would be select- 
ed, and given very extraordinary advantages of physical and mental 
training. All the rest would be slaughtered. In another genera- 
tion, the same process of narrow selection and 
ruthless slaughter 


would be repeated, and so on, for several generations, until a nucleus 
of marvelously perfect men and women was produced. Then the rest 
of the human race would be slaughtered, and these cultivated spcci 
mens would be left to multiply and replenish the earth. 


This is the. Burbank method. This is the process by which 


natural plant varieties are transformed and made perfect. Exactly 
the same procedure would unquestionably perfect the human race 
as a zoological species. But think you that anybody but a crazy man 
is going to even think of trying it?—Fresno Republican.

by the representatives of the union on 
the largest and best equipped estab- 
lishment in the city, and it is" the in- 
tention to form a Joint stock company, 
the shares to be bought by unionists 
only. 


Twice previously 
the 
union 
has 


started 
co-opeiative 
establishments, 


but owing to defects in the by-laws of 
the corporations, the capitalists secur- 
ed the majority of stock and ran the 
laundries in opposition to the wishes 
of the employes 
One of these estab- 


lishments was so well patronized by 
the friends of unionism that It brought 
in a profit of over 24 per cent annu- 
ally. 


Union workmen and workwomen are 


out on strike against both of their 
old places on account 
of the hard 


treatment they received 
from 
their 


'erstwhile partners. 


S H Gray, the secretary of 
the 


Oakland local, was in Los Angeles a 
week or two ago and assisted mater- 
ially in straightening out the tangle 
into which the affairs of the union had 
fallen. It was by his suggestion that 
thorough provisions were inserted in 
the draft of the charter of the propos- 
ed co-operative laundry which 
will 


effectually prevent the grabbing of the 
concern by the proprietors. 


Miss Susan B. Anthony, the 
noted 


woman suffragist, has interested her- 
self in the condition at Los Angeles. 
In an interview with the secretary of 
the local there she said recently: 


"You'll never get what you are after 


until you get the ballot." 


Such was one of the expressions of 


Miss Anthony In an Interview 
with i Shaw. "Talk about the 'Land of the 


Miss Celia Coyle, secretary of Los An- 
geles Laundry Workers No. 52, at the 
home of Mrs. Charlotte Wills, 501 Bu- 
ena Vista street. 
, 


Miss Anthony did not mean by her 


terse remark that the nine-hour mo ve- 
ment would prove 
a 
failure. 
She 


simply meant to emphasize the fact 
that the working women, in her opin- 
ion, will never be a real power until 
the right of suffrage has been given 
them 


That Miss Anthony is to sympathy 


with the working girls and women of 
the country, none will deny, and at the 
close of the Interview she drew Miss 
Coyle to her, patted the girl In an en- 
dearihg manner and advised her to 
kelp up the fight until the point at 
argument had been won. 


Miss Coyle sought the Interviewer, 


believing that Miss Anthony could give 
her much good counsel and encour- 
agement, nor was she mistaken. Not 
only did Miss Anthony speak words of 
cheer, but her companion and fellow- 
champion for woman suffrage, 
the 


Rev. Anna Shaw, added "much 
good 


advice and suggestion. . Both were 
greatly interested In the 
movement 


among the Jaundry workers for a nine- 
hour day and showed by their ques- 
tioning that the movement was one In 
which the striking girls had their full 
sympathy. 


"In San Francisco, San Jose, Oak- 


and and Fresno," said Miss 
Coyle, 


"the laundry workers are working only 
nine hours, and we think we should 
have the same here. Most of the wo- 
men in the strike are widows who 
have small children to support." 


"Nine hours a.day, at the kind of 


work which you laundry girls are do- 
ing, is ^too rauch," acclaimed 


Free and the Home of the Brave'* It'« 
the land of the free man and the hom( 
of the slave woman, in my estimation, 
You are working one hour, at least 
too long If you get the nine hours you 
ask. 
Eight hours at the hot, close 


work, ovojr those machines Is a. good 
day's work." 


"How many girls are employed?" In- 


quired Miss Anthony. 


"About sixty girls and thirty-five 


men," answered Miss Coyle. 


"And what do the men do?" queried 


the venerable 
champion of woman's 


rights. 


"Well," replied Miss Coyle, 
"they 


work in the wash house, distribute the 
bundles and such work. Their work 
is easier than that of the women " 


"Yes, T suppose so," grimly respond- 


ed Miss Anthony. 


Miss Coyle then explained the pres- 


ent plan of the strikers—to build a 
union laundry. 
The movement 
was 


heartily seconded by both Miss Shaw 
and Miss Anthony. 


"And when you start out to sell 


stock In the plant, don't 
let 
some 


grasping man get the control ot the 
whole thing," added .Miss Shaw. "Don't 
let the plant get away from you when 
you once get started. Hang onto it 
yourselves; The stock will Increase In 
value. The only_trouble Is, the labor- 
Ing men and .women, as a rule, are not 
accustomed to business matters of this 
kind, sufficiently to know the value 
of such an undertaking. They should 
be trained to know how to talk and 
act .In a business deal. I can easily 
see from your conversation that you 
are thoroughly posted in this laundry 
strike, and know how it should be 
handled. If all the others were as 
familiar with the matter as you ar* it

MINCE MEAT.

grasp .on New. Orleans, but as this is 
the third day In which no new cases 
have" . been 
reported 
outside 
of 


Louisiana, the spread of the disease 
to adjoining States Is .believed to be 
effectually, checked. In New Orleans 
the" situation Is admittedly 
serious, 


but by no means hopeless and 
the 


turning over of the fight to the Fed- 
eral Government has inspired the-lo- 
ta; health authorities with new cour- 
age and determination. 


Hearty co-operation of the city and 


State health 
authorities 
with Dr. 


.Wyman'.s bureau is assured beyond a 
doubt and with a largely .augmented 
corps of fever experts at work in New 
Orleans and competent persons in the 
employ of the United States Govern- 
ment seeking to modify the rigidity 
of quarantines, where such action can 
be,-safely taken,' will, it. is thought, 
soon produce a splendid effect on the 
disturbed region, 
restore 
confidence 


generally and soon show a decrease in 
the number of new cases. 
Fourteen 


cases in New Orleans of persons oth- 
er -than Italians, were contained 
in 


yesterday's 
official 
report, 
showing 


'that other nationalities are coming to 
be Infected. The bulk of the 
cases 


continue to come 
from 
the 
Italian 


quarter, but the maps on file in the 
'office, of the health authorities incline 
to show infection in other parts of 
the city. 


New cases in New Orleans are now 


reported to the board.of health as fast 
as they are -discovered. Formerly no 
reports .were made until six p. m. 


St. Tammany parish, Louisiana, has 


refused to quarantine 
against 
New 


Orleans. This.is due to the fact that 
a case of yellow fever never develop^! 
in that locality, although it is but a 
short distance from the city and seems 
to Indicate that the 
fever-carrying 


mosquito does not thrive in St. Tam- 
many. There is very little, 
if any, 


change in the railroad situation, but a 
betterment of service is expected by 
Sunday, when it is expected Calcasleu 
parish will modify its quarantine suf- 
.ficiently to allow the Southern Pacific 
to -resume through traffic. The Queen 
and Crescent is the only line operat- 
ing into Shreveport at preset, and 
it is managing to run one train each 
way daily. 


NEW 
ORLEANS, August 5.—The 


announcement through the Associat- 
ed Press in today's papers that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had acted with char- 
acteristic promptness on the 
request 


of Governor Blanchard, to have the 
Marine Hospital Service take charge of 
the yellow fever situation here, creat- 
ed great satisfaction, though In some 
sections there is some, disappoint- 
ment In the confession of the State's 
inability to handle the situation. 


Opinion generally is, however, that 


confidence outside of Louisiana was 
so -completely lacking in the 
local, 


health authorities, that unless the in- 
terposition of the 
government 
was 
asked, there could be no expectation 
of a relaxation of severe quarantine 
before the coming of frost. 
More- 
over, it is believed, the powers, disci- 
pline, efficiency and resources of the 
government are necessary to handle 
the fever itself, which is still strongly 
intrenched in the down-town section 
of the city. 


PRESIDENT'S REPLY 


Besides 
wiring 
Surgeon-General 
Wyman, President Roosevelt sent 
a 


prompt acknowledgment of his tele- 
gram to Governor Blanchard saying: 


"I have received your telegram on 
behalf of yourself, the Mayor of New 
Orleans, the presidents of State 
and: 


city boards of health, and others, and I 
have at once requested a report from 
Surgeon Wyman as to what the Fed- 
eral Government can do In addition 
.to what has already been done. Every 
assistance In my power 
will, 
as 
a 
matter of course, be rendered." 


In this connection it Is realized that 
President Roosevelt has made an en- 
gagement to come to New Orleans be- 
sides visiting other cities in October. 
Heretofore in serious epidemics, the 
fever has always existed in October 
and quarantines have been maintain- 
ed during that month. 


Unless the Federal Government is 
unable to stamp.out the fever before 
October resulting in the raising of the 
quarantines, the Presidential visit to 
the South will necessarily be aban- 
doned. 


MANY WORKERS. 


Dr. White expects to be advised to- 
3ay that his department has assum- 
3d control. Surgeon-General Wyman 
himself will, it is thought, not come 
io New Orleans, remaining in Wash- 
ington, where he can be in full touch 
n-ith all the South, but a large staff 
jf 
marine 
hospital 
surgeons 
and 
workers will, it is expected,'- be con- 
isntrated here. Concerning what will 
3e done when the department 
takes 
jharge, Dr. White says: 


"Our work will be an enlarged ap- 


plication of the system at present in 
force, taking the utmost precautions 
to prevent persons from moving while 
in a possible . incubative stage! .and 
Infecting new districts. 
A rigid' ap- 
plication of a 
measure 
restricting 


mosquitoes to the whole of any .in- 
fected vicinity, daily inspection 
of 


every person in every house where 
there has. been a case of fever, and a 
duplication • in such houses 
of .-de- 


structive measures for mosquitoes." 
The situation has somewhat 
. im- 


proved, Rapido and Chalsmieuv, the 
parishes which threatened to prevent 
the passage of any trains across their 
borders, made concessions, Dr. Tabor 
showing a disposition to modify ..his 
restrictions as to through passengers. 
It is thought that the Southern and 
Texas Pacific will be able to 
move 


through passengers and some freight 
during the day. 
At Lafayette, the Southern Pacific 
has lost some of its men as a result 
of the fake dispatches th?re that peo- 
ple were dying in New Orleans-by the 
score. Assistant Division Superinten- 
dent Scarlet resigne'd and with eight 
or ten operators and despatchers took 
passage-for Texas. As was forecast- 
ed in these despatches the difficulties 
.of handling the fruit trade through 
Mobile are beginning to force the Cen- 
tral American steamers back to this 
port. There is a 
complete 
boycott 


against fruit in any of the -towns in 
Mississippi. Edicts have been Issued 
forbidding the passage of fruit trains 
through them.

BERLIN, July 20.— Editor TRIB- 


UNE: .In fulfillment of a promise, I 
send you these impressions of a hur- 
ried trip to Germany. The same are 


4not from the nature of things very 


comprehensive; they are not over- 
serious, and It is the last intent to 
•have them hypercritical. 
The average 


person cannot in four 
weeks 
learn 


enough of a country entirely new to 
him to Justify a critical analysis, as 
we have seen in some attempts upon 
our country; but the intelligent Amer- 
ican, and especially the 
wideawake 


Californlan, is capable of taking some 
account of the unusual side of a new 
country, while he briefly tarries. And 
if he sets forth the same straightfor- 
wardly and in good temper, it may be 
justified, and even acceptable. 


- WHEN HE LANDED. 


It was on a beautiful June evening 


that I landed at Bremerhaven and be- 
gan • the Inevitable struggle with the 
customs officials. 
The struggle was 


neither sanguinary nor vexatious, how- 
ever, and soon I was free to go where 
I listeth. 
Bremerhaven is the sea- 


port for Bremen, and quite a place in 
itself, but the tourist doesn't 
tarry 


there. His ticket comprehends a rail 
ride to Bremen, a matter of an hour 
ind a third in time, and some forty 


in distance. 


. In Bremen I got the first glimpse of 
jrerman urban life — saw the first fine 


• samples of that old and quaint Ger- 
man architecture made so familiar in 
prints and paintings. 
Bremen is im- 


portant historically and commercially. 
You read in the histories of its being 
founded by .that picturesque old mau- 
rauder, Charlemagne, 
thousand years ago.

This, together 


-.with Its many vicissitudes during the 


time that civilization was. crystallzing 
and art was forming, are interesting 
as to its ancient history. 
Modernly 


it is perhaps enough to say that it is 
a great commercial entrepot, one of jing uniformity AP to. height, and the 


facades are for the most part very 
like. The sky-scraper has not Inva'ded 
Berlin, and is rtbt likely to. They in- 
•trol these things, better, here than with 


which endured twenty-one months. 


MARTIN LUTHER. 


From Bremen many lines of railway 


diverge. 
We were --carried upon 'one 


that led due south, through Hanover, 
Goettingin and other places more or 
less known outside Germany, and end- 
ing so far as we wore co'ricerned 
at 


Cassel. Cassel is a city of consider- 
able historic interest. Nearby Is Weir 
mar, where Goethe, Schiller aiid Wag- 
ner' lived. Martin Luther threw his 
inkstand at the Devil, and they prove 
it by showing where it splashed the 
wall, at the Wartburg, which Is at 
Eisenach, just a little ways off. The 
Cassel gallery contains more works 
of the Dutch masters than any other 
gallery in Europe. 
Cassel 
was 
the 


capital of the kingdom of Westphalia, 
set up by Napoleon for brother Jerome, 
who lived here seven years, and wield- 
ed an unstable scepter; and strange 
grinding of the gods,' his royal rela- 
tive, Napoleon III, was brought sixty 
years later a prisoner of war, and con- 
fined in the very schloss where he had 
reigned a king. .Cassel is worth see- 
ing, with Its three palaces, its mighty 
statue . to 
Hercules 
and 
incidental- 


waterfall. 


AT BERLIN. 


It is very possible that you will not 


have an adequate idea of the size, of 
Berlin until you visit it. Berlin is not 
only the seat of the German Empire, 
but a commercial capital second only 
to London. The thing likely 'to impress 
the American after the vastness of the 
German capital, is its cleanliness. Al- 
so its splendidly paved 
streets,- its 


trees, its general substantiainess..' We 
of America who are used to that which 
is shabby in our - cities—to dirt and 
slouchiness—are sure to be pleased at 
the general 
Appearance of Berlin, 


There is not very great diversity as tb 
architecture. The building regulations 
are evidently such a-, to insure a strik- 


the two chief gateways of the Ger- 
man Empire on the north. Its cotton, 
exchange is the largest in the world, 
since it is .the principal cotton market 
for Germany, .and much, of the rest of 
Europe. Bremen appears to be wrest- 
ing the prestige from Liverpool in this 
respect. 


THE RATSKELLER. 


There are several objects of interest 


in Bremen. There is the famous Rat- 
skeller, a wine house of great antiqui- 
ty, owned by the city, through whose 
interesting 
and 
many 
chambered 


vaults the tourist is conducted by a 
very solemn guide, to whom he gives 


' fifty pfennigs at the end. There is-the 


Stadt House, three hundred years old, 
where the burghers assemble to attend 
to their local laws, just as they did 
when the building was new, for Bre- 
men is a "free" city. 
This hall 
is 


quaint and curious, having seats for 
the members of the Council, with two 
in front for the Burgomasters, though 
no seating whatever in what we call 
the lobby. 


Then there Is the Cathedral, whose 


beginning was so far back that a hun- 
dred years or two won't make much 
difference. At first and up tb the time 
of tlie Reformation, It was Catholic. It 
was the habit of North German towns 
to change their religion enmasse about 
that time, and Bremen was one of 
those . to 
thus switch wholesale its 


spiritual adherence. 
In a. single day 


the picturesque old Cathedral became 
Lutheran. This striking 
change of 


faith was not effected, however, with- 
out a siege by the Bishop of Cologne,

Under den Linden, must be one of the' 
most imposing ways of the civiiiz^rj 
world. I had read about it as some- 
thing very'splendid. When I saw it I 
was grievously disappointed. I think 
we are disappointed with most of the 
great sights that get,promoted in the 
histories, guide-books and 
accounts. 


Under den Linden is a very wide bou_- 
levard with two rows of trees down 
the middle. The trees are not.stately 
or uniform, but small and. of different 
sizes, as though some had died and 
been replaced. The palaces are not 
imposing from without. 


They are very old and very much 


battered by the elements. On the roof 
lines'they bear statues that have, been 
bitten by the carklng:.tooth, of. time, 
and-the facades bear has "reliefs that 
may at one time have been very-splen- 
did, 
but are now much worn by wind 


and weather. In this age of preten- 
tious building all the royal buildings 
of Berlin appear comrnonpjace. But if 
the exteriors are unimpressive, the in- 
teriors strike you with their profuse 
ornamentation and decoration. 
The 


art of centuries has been crowded and 
crammed into these palaces, each lay- 
er or installment in many' instances 
having survived Its era, yet being re- 
tained and mingled with those prece- 
dent and subsequent. It Is alLmagnifl- 
cent. The great porcelain stoves'^nec- 
essary for heating in the times before 
steam 
and. hot-air furnace^ were 


known, are retained, together with 
many other necessities and luxuries ol 
by-gone years. 
Carvings, -paintings, 


tapestries, bric-a-brac, furniture, stat- 
ues and vases—accumulations of cen- 
turies—abound in 'barbaric profusion. 


MANY SQUARES. 


The many squares^ of the city ape 


adorned with- statues of famous per- 
sonages, mostly warriors, though 
the 


heroes of peace are not forgotten. The 
military exhibits are largely those ex- 
emplifying . the person and virtues' of 
Frederick the Great, Emperor William 
I, ^his son,. "Nuser Frit?," who reigned 
Jess ..than, three months,-and then, suc- 
cumbed, to a deadly ..cancer, arid Wil- 
liam H, who how reigns and has reign- 
ed for seventeen years.

Ready for the Primary 
Battle in San Francisco 


Next Week. 


Indications Are That 
Election Willhean Ex- 
ceedingly Lively One 


SAN FRANCISCO, August 5.-Before your San Fran- 


cisco correspondent has an opportunity to worry your contempo- 
raries again, the primaries will be over and the citizens of San 
Francisco will know whether the Eepublican convention is to 
be controlled by Abe Euef or by his opponents. As things have 
thus far shaped themselves we ought to know as soon asx the 
primaries battle has been fotight whether John McDougald is 
to be the Republican nominee for Mayor, or whether Ruef is to 
name some candidate whom the Democrats cannot by/ any pos- 
sibility endorse, and so keep three tickets in the field, thus in- 
creasing the chances for the re-election of Schmitz. 


Early in the campaign I had no notion that Ruef had a 


chance to capture this Eepublican convention. It does not now 
seem to me that he will capture it. But he has made such a fight 
that the leaders of the Eepublican League are thoroughly fright- 
ened, and on the quiet they are entirely willing to say that they 
do not know just what the outcome will be. Ruef goes about 
boasting and betting that he will win. But that is a trick of 
Euef. Always when a campaign is on he feels confident, or at 
least assumes an air of confidence, and puts out a few bets to 
show the faith that is within him. 


That he has a fairly good organization is certain. His fol- 


lowers who have been given places or favors or protection under 
the city government are nearly all practical politicians accus- 
tomed to getting their friends to go to the polling booths on the 
clay of the primaries and skilled in arousing local enthusiasm. 
That he has the general sympathy of the police and fire depart- 
ments may be taken for granted. That he has a very large cam- 
paign fund is also certain. All this is in his favor. The weak- 
ness of his organization is shown by the fact that several prom- 
inent men have withdrawn from his ticket. 


But the Eepublican League has developed quite a working 


organization of its own. It has done a great deaf toward getting 
-out a heavy registration. It has instituted in some of the dis- 
tricts a house-to-house canvass, and has done much to stir up the 


"* citizens who naturally opposed Schmitz and Euef to a feeling 


that if their opposition is to amount ti anything they must go 
to the polls on Txiesday next and vote t^e anti-Euef tickets. They 
have had the active support of "The Chronicle," "The Call" 
and "The Bulletin," who have decried Euef and Schmitz with 
much vehemence and at times with conspicuous ability. Op- 
posed to this formidable newspaper battery Euef has only been 
able to bring to bear "The Post," which has a comparatively 
small circulation and a correspondingly small influence.

terest has been aroused in the city. If the voters turn out gen- 
erally on Tuesday Euef probably will be beaten, and he might 
be beaten so decisively as to make his campaign and the fears of 
that campaign ridiculous. It is hard to say just how general is 
the interest. Among the politicians there is plenty of talk. In 
the clubs there is very little discussion of politics, though when- 
ever there is a discussion thf sentiments expressed are decidedly 
anti-Ruef. On the trains and boats that carry the summering 
San Franciscans back and forth there is more or less discvission 
of the political situation, and here again the trend of the talk is 
all against the man v>ho is the present master of San Francisco. 


But all this does not answer the question whether the sum- 


mering San Franciscan will take pains to be in the city to cast 
his vote on Tuesday, or whether the average merchant and pro- 


'^fessional man will fe'el sufficient interest to ascertain the loca- 


tion of his polling booth, and spend the time necessary to cast a 


vote. And everything depends on this interest or lack of it on 
the part of the average citizen.

At League headquarters there is a great deal of confidence 


that an exceptionally large vote will be brought out on Tuesday. 
The League leaders have a system more or less perfected by 
which a check is to be kept on the votes cast in every district, so 
that reports may be made at noon and at 3 o'clock of those who 
have not voted and a special effort made at these times to secure 
the attendance of the negligent voters at the polls. If an or- 
ganization of this kind were brought into a perfected system it 
could be made very effective. Of course Ruef has a somewhat 
similar system of his own, and behind it he has very, active work- 
ers, who will not wait for anybody else to get out the votes known 
to be favorable to him, but will go out and get those votes them- 
selves. This is always an advantage held by a boss. 


In this fight, however, Ruef is not the only boss who has 


been schooled in practical politics. Martin Kelly and Phil 
Criminins, Supervisor Eggers, John D. Daly, Dick Welch, Ar- 
thur Fisk and Senator Wolfe are all men who have had years of 
experience in the work of the primaries, and there seems to be 
no doubt of the sincerity of any one of these in his opposition to 
Ruef. So it is not a contest of one practical boss against a lot 
of dreaming Eeforniers, but a contest of one practical man 
against other practical men who are backed by the dreamers. 
So I should say that notwithstanding the opinion of many men 
who have done politics for years in San Francisco that Ruef will 
win this fight, the probabilities are that he will lose it.

But of course even if he should lose the fight at the prim- 


aries he will not have lost his main battle, which is the re-election 
of Schmitz. The loss of the primaries, however, would unques- 
tionably be a hard blow to Euef and to the chances of the re- 
election of the Mayor. This is because Ruef has permitted 
the fight to center around the Republican primaries. 
If the 


League leaders find that they have easily disposed of Ruef at 
those primaries, they will go into the battle against Schmitz with 
much more heart, and the Schmitz followers will be correspond- 
ingly depressed. Just now there is a sort of Ruef bugaboo 
abroad in politics scaring the Republicans half to death. If they 
find that this bugaboo really does not hurt them at the primaries, 
they will conclude that it will not hurt them at the election in 
November. But if Ruef should win out at the primaries, the 
League leaders will be inclined to throw up their hands in 
despair, and though they probably would go into a fight to try 
to elect some strong Democratic candidate, they would feel that 
the fight was a forlorn hope.jt jt

It seems to be taken for granted now on all sides that should 


the League win the convention McDougald will be the nominee 
of the Republicans with a Democratic endorsement. 
Things 


seem to have gone so far along this line that they are not likely 
to be tumed aside. Five or six of the district delegations named 
by the League have openly declared for McDougald, and it is 
evident from the attitude of the Republican papers that have 
supported the campaign against Ruef that they regard MeDou- 
gald as the accepted standard bearer. 


In this connection the singular statement 'written by Mc- 


Dougald for the Building Trades' Council is interesting and im- 
portant. The wise politicians have all along known that "Hon- 
est John" was illiterate to an unusual degree. He was an ex- 
cellent stone cutter before he was made treasurer, but he 
"brought to the Treasurer's office merely the same meager school- 
ing that had served him well enough in his profession. But the 
general public had no knowledge of this fact. McDougald 


makes a fairly good appearance before a convention, talking 
quite as well as the average candidate for a minor office. But 
when he wrote his statement for the Building Trades' Council, 
it was seen that he is a man singularly unfamiliar with the use 
of a pen and his spelling was so erratic as to be ludicrous. 


Of course the Ruefites are making the most of this exhibi- 


tion of McDougald's lack of learning. They are doing their 
best to get a general laugh on the Treasurer, and a general 
laugh is far more dangerous to the aspirations of a candidate 
than a general abuse. "I rose," said Cyrano, "to pluck from 
Heaven a star, and paused because of ridicule to cull a flower 
from the earth." So the Ruef men feel that if they can only 
ridicule McDougald enough because of the mistakes of gran> 
mar and spelling in his statement to the Building Trades' Coun- 
cil, they will be able to eliminate him as a dangerous candidate.

In that statement McDougald made a serious blunder in 


denying the interviews had with him by the "Bulletin" and 
"Examiner" reporters at the time he failed to prevent the en- 
dorsement of Schmitz by the Building Trades' Council.

Bulletin" has been his stoutest champion, and "The Examiner" 
has not been opposing him. to any great extent, so there was no 
reason for misquoting him.

I think McDougald 
would have*done far better to have stood to his guns and accept- 
ed the censure of the Building Trades' Council. In any event, 
had be done so he would not have drawn the direct" attention of 
the community tp the fact that he cannot write grammatically 
or spell simple words correctly;

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The Democrats have a few little flurries in some of the dis-

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TUITION TAX OBNOXIOUS 


TO BUSINESS MEN 


Real Estate Dealers Want School 


Board to Recind an Objection- 


able Order. 


BERKELEY, August 5.—Protesting 


against the strict enforcement of the 
State tuition law, requiring the chil- 
dren o fall fathers, who are not reg-- 
dren of 'all fathers, who are not res- 
idents, to pay a^yearly tuition of $50 in 
the high school, the Berkeley Real Es- 
tate Exchange yesterday decided to 
ask the school board to rescind its 
recent order. The enforcement of the 
etrict letter of the law by the Berkeley 
Board of Education 
-has 
aroused a 
general protest, especial! among- the 
realty dealers of the town. 
Over a hundred children, represent- 
.ing about 75 families, will be effected 
by 'this law in the high school. 
It Is 


- reported that seven families are al- 
. ready preparing- to move to San Fran- 
cisco or Oakland, If this law is car- 
ried out. A Sonoma county woman, 
intending to live here, says she will go 
somewhere else. 
Not only does the 
law work an injury to the town in the 
driving away of families with high 
school pupils, hut it also affects fam- 
'ilies having children in the grammar 


schools where they 
intend to .send 


them right up throng* the high school. 


STATE LAW IS OPTIONAL. 


The particular section covering this 
matter Is the last provision ol section 
9, chapted 65, and reads: "Provided 
further, that after July 1, 1905. a- non- 
resident pupil shall, in the discretion 
of the high school board of tlie high 
school 
district 
-where 
he 
attends 
school, be required to pay a tuition fee 
to such school equal to the difference 
between the cost of pupil for mainte- 
nance of said high .school 
and the 
amount per pupil received during the 
school year by said school from the 
State." 
In all other sections o£ the 
chapter, "pupils" are spoken of, but 
here the singular Is used, ev,ldentily 
inferring that the high school board 
are to consider tuition cases individ- 
ually. 
The only city in which the 


law Is enforced strictly Is San Jose. 
The realty dealers adopted resolu- 
tions embodying their objections to 
the action of the board, which will be 
considered at the next meeting of the 
school directors.
